have been returm»d two months ago.

“ Into these poor school houses,” 
said the report, “ go the young, in­ 
experienced, untrained teachers. In­ 
diana, therefore, like 
m ost 
other 
states, lias the poorest teachers and 
the imorest school plants 
working 
together, with the inevitable result 
that country children obtain 
tbeir 
education under the most unfortu­ 
nate conditions.” 
Consolidated schools are favored 
by the commission, but it said com­ 
plete elimination of the small school 
is impossible. 
Ninety percent of the city 
and 
town schools does not meet present 
day requirements, and the additions 
to the old buildings were said gen­ 
erally to be below the standards for 
lighting, ventilation, 
heating 
and 
sanitary arrangements, and “ should 
not he erected.” Equipment of the 
town and city schools w as found to 
be usually good, and much 
better 
than in the country’, «specially the 
one and two teacher schools.
